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They’re Official Now; Governor Bowen Signs 1974 Laws Into Effect

Under a somewhat archaic 


plan, state laws not otherwise 
designated bee<»m e effeet ive 
when the governor issues a pro­ 
clamation upon the basis of in­ 
formation that all 92 county 
clerks have received copies of 
the new- laws. Such notification 
reached the Indiana Legislative 
Council Monday and Bowen is­ 
sued the implementing procla­ 
mation. 
The effective date on June 11 


is the time the final county 
clerk signed his receipt for the 
acts. In this case, it was a tie, 
with botli Delaware and Howard 
County clerks getling their cop- 
ies at the same time. 
Among the new laws put into 
effect by the promulgation are 
those increasing welfare pay­ 
ments for families of dependent 
children creating formal ethics 
procedures for the legislative 


and administrative branches of 
government, changing the price 
of fees for mandatory motor ve­ 
hicle inspections and changing 
minimum legal ages for m arri­ 
age. 
The increase in maximum 
welfare payments to families 
with dependent children is tied 
\by Bowen’s agreement to a gu­ 
bernatorial order changing the 
standard of needs at the same 


time. As a result this coordi­ 
nated change has been set up 
for July 1. A parent and one 
child will get $150 a month in­ 
stead of $115, and. the support 
for each additional child will go 
up from $30 to $50. 
The reduction in the standard 
of needs, combined with the in­ 
creased m áxim u m s, has the 
effect of giving more money to 
those with no outside income 


other than the welfare pay­ 
ments and of eliminating from, 
the welfare rolls some families 
now getting a fair amount of 
outside income. • 


Ethics commissions for the 
legislature and for elected state 
officials and key department 
heads are to be named under 
the new ethics law-, which pri­ 
marily is a disclosure law re­ 


quiring lawmakers and the top 
administrators, 
including the 
governor, to report on finances 
and links with lobbyists. 


The new law on mandatory 
motor vehicle inspection fees— 
while it became effective with 
the other promulgated acts as 
of June 11—actually will not be 
noticed by motorists until 1975. 
After Jan. 1, the fee can go up 


to $3, $3.50 or $4.00 from the 
present $2.50 fee. Most inspec­ 
tion stations are expected to in­ 
crease their fees. 


The marriage law change al­ 
lows males to marry at 17 with 
parental consent, as females 
now may do. It also specifies jS 
that pregnant unwed girls can 
marry at age 15 with authority ft 
of a circuit court judge.

Nixon To Rest In Azores 
After Exhausting Journey

AMMAN, Jordan (UPI) - 
President 
Nixon 
ended 
his 
exhausting five-nation “journey 
for 
peace" 
today 
with 
a 
promise 
of 
economic 
and 
military aid to Jordan and an 
agreement to meet again in 
Washington with King Hussein 
in efforts to reach a permanent 
Mideast settlement. 
Nixon took off for a rest stop 
at the Azores after signing a 
joint communique with Hussein, 
long America’s best friend in 
the Arab world, that said the 
United States would continue to 
“play 
a 
strong 
role 
in 
maintaining Jordan’s military 
strength.” 
The communique said Nixon 
invited Hussein to visit 
Wa­ 
shington, where he has been a 
frequent visitor in the past, “ to 
hold 
further 
talks 
on 
the 
strategy of future efforts to 
achieve peace." 
As in his previous stops in 
Egypt, Saudi Arabia, Syria and 
Israel, Nixon stressed that his 
m ission was designed to do 
whatever he could to bring a 
lasting peace to the troubled 
area. When he left the White 
House 
eight 
days 
ago, 
the 
President said he was em bark­ 
ing on a “ journey for peace.” 
At a state dinner h^ld in his 
honor 
by 
Hussein 
Monday 
night, Nixon said of his peace 
quest, “ I cannot tell where it 
will end,” but he added: “The 
important thing is it that it has 
begun. You said earlier, your 
majesty, that this is the last 
stop. 
"Let me tell you it is the last 
stop on this trip. But it is only 
ihe beginning of the journey for 
peace.” 
Hussein, 
responded: 
“Tell 
your people that you go with 
the gratitude and confidence of 
the 
Arab 
people, 
and 
the 
blessing of all mankind.” 


Both Nixon and his wife Pat 
showed the wear and tear of 
their trip. His last round of 
talks 
with 
Hussein 
today 
started an hour late apparently 
to allow Nixon more time to 
rest. He skipped a planned side 
trip outside Amman althouugh 
the First 
Lady took in the 
sights. 
“ He’s beat,” said a presiden­ 
tial aide. 
The 
Azores 
stop 
was 
to 
provide a break in the long trip 
back to Washington. Even so, 
Nixon arranged a. meeting with 
new Portuguese President An­ 
tonio de Spinola. Portgual owns 
the Azores. 
Nixon will a rriv e back in 
Washington to a big welcome 
Wednesday afternoon but within 
a week he w ill back on his big

WASHINGTON (UPI) — A 
great deal has been written 
recently about researchers who 
are teaching chimpanzees to 
communicate with human be­ 
ings 
through 
a 
computer 
language called Yerfces, 
The question that arises in 
the mind of a layman with 
respect to these experiments is 
this: 
Once you have taught a 
chimpanzee to communicate, 
what have you got? 
Not much, apparently. 
Thus far, the chimps have 
used their new skill to impart 
such 
messages 
as 
“please, 
machine, tickle come into my 
room.” Which is how one chimp 
communicates a desire to have 
someone scratch her stomach. 
That Level 
I’ll 
concede 
this 
type 
of 
communication may be a cut or 
two above the average cocktail 
party conversation. But apart 
from television “talk” shows, 
there isn't much for discourse 
at that level. 
Indeed, the experiments could 
prove counter-productive, up­ 
setting the relationship, tenuous 
but workable, that has evolved 
between 
mankind 
and 
the 
animal 
kingdom 
over 
the 
centuries. Household pets are a 
case in point. 
Pets and their owners pre­ 
sently are able to tolerate each 
other only through the good 
fortune of not being able to 
communicate. 
Once the communication bar­ 
rier 
is 
removed, 
pet-owner 
relations will be subjected to 
the same stresses and strains 
that beset marital relations, 
race 
relations, 
international 
relations and other fractious 
associations. 
The problem is that com ­ 
munication almost invariably 
leads to mutual understanding. 
Which can be disastrous to any 
sort of relationship. 
Take the question of motive 
first place? 
Fetch Slippers 
The 
owner’s 
purpose 
in 
buying a Rhodesian ridgeback 
may have been simply to have 
a dog to fetch his slippers. 
But the dog may feel that his 
mission in life is to bite the 
mailman. 
As long as the pet and the 
owner remain ignorant of each 
other’s viewpoints, they have a 
pretty good chance of working 
out a satisfactory relationship. 
The dog, unaware of what is 
expected 
of 
him, 
has 
no 
compunctions about biting mail­ 
men. The owner, for his part, 
excuses the dog’s failure to 
fetch slippers as the fault of 
poor communication. 
If the dog understood what 
the owner wanted, he would 
develop a guilt complex about 
not doing it. And if the owner 
knew his commands were being 
ignored, rather than misunder­ 
stood, he would feel hurt and 
angry. 


In short., communication, can 
be 
a. 
dangerous 
thing. 
So 
anytime a chimpanzee tells you 
“please, machine, tickle comes 
into my room,” pretend you 
don’t, speak Yerkes.

for 
having

serious charges dropped. 
I 
don’t 
doubt 
that 
the 
interests of justice were well 
served by these settlements. 
But a couple of them reminded 
me of the old joke about the 
Boston Strangler getting the 
charges against him reduced to 
“illegal use of hands." 
And 
a 
couple 
of 
others 
reminded me of an old Robert 
Benchley short story. 
I’m referring to the story 
about a gangster who stuffed a 
body into a trunk, pasted a 
“Fragile—Glass” label on the 
lid and shipped it out of the 
country. 
False Labels 
When the crime was dis­ 
covered, he was arrested for 
posting false labels. 
Anyway, 
these 
reflections 
started me to musing on what 
it might have been like if plea 
bargaining had been used to 
settle some of the famous cases 
in history and literature. 
Robin Hood, for instance. 
The leader of the merry men 
of Sherwood Forest was wanted 
on a list of charges as long as a 
bow string. 
Had he been captured, the 
Sheriff of Nottingham almost 
certainly would have booked 
him 
on 
a 
morals 
charge 
involving Maid Marian. 
In addition, he stood a good 
chance of being indicted on 
charges of corrupting a clergy­ 
man (Friar Tuck). 
But by far the most serious 
allegation 
accused 
him 
of 
robbing the rich to give to the 
poor. 
Now suppose the sheriff had 
gone to Robin Hood’s hideout 
for a plea bargaining session. 
What sort of deal might they 
have worked out? 


Without A License 
My guess is that the sheriff 
would have dropped the rob­ 
bery rap and Robin would have 
pleaded 
guilty 
to 
soliciting 
charity contributions without a. 
license. 
And, what of Count Dracula, 
the fun-loving nobleman who 
changed into a vampire and 
flew around Transylvania draw­ 
ing blood from the necks of 
sleeping victims? 
How might he have paid his 
debt to society short of having 
a stake driven 
through his 
heart? 
Why by appearing before a 
magistrate and pleading guilty 
to charges of failing to register 
for the blood donor drive, that’s 
how. 
This brings us to Dr. Jekyll, 
the 
beloved 
scientist 
who 
turned himself into the unpopu­ 
lar Mr. Hyde by taking some 
kind 
of 
drug 
without 
a 
prese ipt ion. 
With ’ plea 
bargaining, 
he 
might have reduced the charge 
to one count of drug abuse and 
kept the whole thing out of the 
newspapers.

Introduced At 
State Parks 


INDIANAPOLIS (UPI) - A 
program designed to increase 
interest and knowledge of na­ 
ture in Indiana is being insti­ 
tuted at state parks. 
Joseph Cloud, director of the 
Indiana Department of Natural 
Resources, said the new Junior 
Naturalist Program will be of­ 
fered at 14 parks. It will be di­ 
rected by the Naturalist Service 
of the Division of State Parks. 
Any visitor to the participat­ 
ing parks can become involved 
in the program, said chief nat­ 
uralist Steven Locke. Interests 
generally are aimed at young­ 
sters, however. 
The program consists of four 
parts: 
—A three-hour service project. 
—A creative research project. 
—Attendance at five or more 
naturalists-led activities. 
—And, identification of trees, 
birds, plants and-or reptiles and 
amphibians.

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On The Farm Front 


By BERNARD BRENNER

WASHINGTON (UPI) - Un­ 
certainty over the size of the 
1974 corn crop is producing a 
nervous air of caution in pre­ 
dictions from government ex­ 
perts on future consumer sup­ 
plies and prices of livestock 
foods including meat, poultry 
and eggs. 
Agriculture Department spe­ 
cialists, in a report Tuesday, re­ 
peated their earlier basic fore­ 
cast that expected record 1974 
grain harvests will bring down 
livestock feed costs. That should 
lead to expanded livestock pro­ 
duction in the second half of 
this year and continued growth 
in supplies for consumers in 
early 1975, they said. 
But the outlook could change 
sharply if crop production falls 
substantially below expectations 
or if there is an unexpected in­ 
crease in export demand for 
grain crops, the experts warned. 
Economists noted that cattle, 
hog and turkey producers al­ 
ready have suffered heavy loss­ 
es this year because of a com­ 
bination of high feed costs and 
comparatively depressed prices 
for their products. If prospects 
for a corn crop big enough to 
bring prices down substantially 
don’t materialize, the farmers 
who buy corn to feed to live­ 


stock and poultry could change 
their minds. 


“For example, if prospects for 
the 1974 corn crop drop below 
the 6.7 billion bushels now pro­ 
jected, look for a dampening of 
poultry and egg production be­ 
fore year’s end, and an impact 
on first-half 1975 livestock m ar­ 
keting,” economists said in an 
“AgriculturalOoutlook Digest.” 


The “projection” of a 6.7 bil­ 
lion bushel crop—the biggest in 
history and about 1 billion bush­ 
els above last year—was based 
on estimates of farm ers’ plant­ 
ing intentions and an assump­ 
tion that weather and fertilizer 
supplies would be good enough 
to boost national average corn 
yields to 97 bushels per acre 


Since 
the 
projection 
was 
made, however, field reports 
have indicated that wet weather 
in many corn belt areas has 
kept planting behind schedule, 
a factor that could result in low­ 
er final yields. A weekly weath- 
er-crop report this week said 
rains continued to ham per 
planting progress last week, and 
estimated that as of June 9 
about 91 per cent of the crop 
had been planted.

Clean up a dirty little boy, and sometimes it is amazing 
What will turn up. He takes on a bright and shining 
appearance, and points long undiscovered and long 
hidden turn, up all over. 


So it is with the Rush County courthouse. Here we have, 
without doubt, one of the most beautiful public buildings in 
the state of Indiana, This is due to the foresight and 
building practices by the architect and planners at the 
turn of the century. 


'The exterior of 'this stone structure was probably not 'the 
dirtiest in the state, nor was it in the worst state of repair, 
for many county seat buildings have been sadly neglected. 
However, it was dirty enough that the present sandblast 
cleaning is m aking a startling difference in its 
appearance. 


This restoration and. cleaning! is bringing out 'the 
original beauty of the gleaming white Indiana limestone, 
making the edifice a joy to behold. 


The renovation of the old courthouse is worth every 
penny of the over $200,000 it is said to be costing. This, of 
course, includes the work which has been done on the 
inside of 'the building for the past year. Funds 'used in this 
renovation program have come from the federal revenue 
sharing program, and are not immediately reflected on 
local taxation. 


There has been much adm iration and surprise 
expressed by many folks who did not realize the beauty of 
the courthouse until it has been uncovered by removal of 
decades of dirt, soot, and stain. 


There has also been som e conversation that this 
gleaming edifice would be a thing of beauty if properly 
floodlighted for night display. We certainly approve of 
this. 
This shining white structure, with proper lighting 
applied, could be seen for miles around at night. Cost of 
installation of the lighting would be “peanuts*’ — and 
money well spent. 
If the C om m issioners and Council m ove in this 
direction, give them your support.

Putting Cars Out To Pasture 
That sacred cow—(he family 
car—was put out to pasture 
during the energy crunch. Small 
cars, car pools, and public 
transits look their place in the 
sun. 
Days will be a lot sunnier and 
less polluted if the family car 
stays off the streets. Detroit got 
the 
message 
fast 
and 
dram atically 
increased 
its 
production of small cars, which 
run on less gas and spew fewer 
pollutants into everybody's 
lungs. And car pools caught on 
in many areas and may become 
permanent fixtures—spurred on 
by free or preferential parking 
provided by em ployers, by 
reduced insurance rates in some 
places like Pennsylvania, by 
decreased 
bridge 
tolls 
in 
Delaware. Other allurements 
such as cash bonuses, green 
stamps, free gas, and dinners- 
on-the-house have also been 
offered by employers. 
In Denver, every one of 25,000 
federal employes in one con­ 
centrated section was asked to 
fill out a form listing working 
hours and home address. A 
computer produced a list of 
people living within a three- 
quarter mile area. The engineer 
in charge of the effort says the 
aim is to persuade people to use 
pools permanently. “We don’t 
want it to be a momentary thing
